is ridiculous. He assails it as if it con- 
tained provisions which are not in it, and 
which were neither in the original Cullom 
bill nor in the Reagan bill. Thus, of the 
long-and-short-haul provision, he says: 

Suppose we take a shipment of cattle from 
Texas or grain from St. Louis and Kansas 
Clty, or of flour from St. Paul, and the pro- 
portinnate rate which the New York Central 
would receive out of this business were only 
etx cents a hundred from Buffalo. It all our 
(New York State) business were to be reduced 
to the basis of six cents a hundred because of 
this rate for a Far Western shipment, we 
would be compelled to decline all interstate 
commerce that might be offered to us for ship- 
ment to the seaboard and become simply a 
State road. 

Mr. DEPEw surely knows as well as any- 
body that the bill he is criticising applies 
only to interstate shipments, and that it 
does not and cannot regulate the New 
York Central’s charges onshipments from 
Buffalo to New York City, or any ship- 
ments between two points within any 
State. Moreover, his argument against 
the long-and-short-haul provision goes on 
the assumption that it makes the long- 
haul charge the basis of a mileage rate, 
and compels the railroad to charge the 
same rate per mile for shorter hauls. It 
does no such thing. Onthe contrary it is 
carefully guarded against any such in- 
terpretation. It simply provides thata 
line of railroads, having fixed a rate as 
from Kansas Oity, Dallas or Minneapolis 
to New York, shall not at the same time 
charge a higher aggregate on the same 
sort of shipments from St. Louis, 
Toledo, Chicago or any other inter- 
mediate point to New York. And it 
provides that even this prohibition 
#hall not operate in any case where the 
commissioners may think there is good 
reason for permitting a greater charge for 
the short than forthe longer haul. And 
while there is a saying clause that nothing 
in the bill shall be construed as author- 
izing the same charge for the short as for 
the long haul, there is nothing to forbid 
as great a charge from Chicago or St. 
Louis to New York, as from Dallas, Den- 
ver or Minneapolis, and with the approval 
of the commissioners such a charge would 
probably be acquiesced in by the public 
with but little murmuring. 

There is nothing in all this to compel the 
railroads,as Mr. GOULD says, either to 
surrender their long-haul business, or to 
be ruined by adjusting theirrates on local 
business to the long-haul rate per mile. 
A very wide margin of discrimination in 
favor of the long haul is still left to them, 
and their highly prized local business, not 
crossing State lines, will remain as now, 
subject to State regulation only and un- 
affected by the enactment of the pending 
bill. Mr. DEPEW says the roads now 
charge more for the short than for the long 
haulinrare and exceptional cases only, 
where there is good reason for it. How 
then can they be hurt by a law which 
merely provides that their reason for do- 
ing so in those rare and exceptional cases 
shall be such as to satisfy a board of Unit- 
ed States Railroad Commissioners, where 
both the long and the short haul cross 
State lines? 


Wurd the Treasury Department finds 
that its Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis 
has made false representations about the 
lowest bidder on a Custom-house contract 
in the effort to get the contract awarded 
to a much higher bidder, what sort of civil 
service reform is it that leaves such a man 
in office? For the appointment of a man 
with an old-established reputation for 
such trickery, our Senators may be to 
blame, but it is the Administration’s 
fault if he is kept in office when he is ex- 
posed and convicted by the Congressman 
of hisown party and district in the very 
act of perpetrating an official swindle 
upon the Treasury Department. A Treas- 
ury subordinate who will stoop to that 
sort of thing in the matter of a $3,000 con- 
tract should not be trusted where larger 
opportunities are sure to offer themselves.

CABLE ROAD STOCK BEING BOUGHT BY. 
BONDHOLDERS.

Object of Mr. Fairchild’s Visit to St. Louis 
The Security Owners Think the Stock Is 
Worth Par-—Further Designs Upon St. 


The cable road has been a prolific source of 
rumors, most of which were speedily relegat- 
ed to the limbo of obscurity. The last and 
latest, however, has some basis. When 
a Mr. Fairchild from Boston was here 
a week or two ago it was 
reported he represented an Eastern syndicate 
who wished to obtain control of the Washing- 
ton avenue railways and would change 
their motor power from horse to 
cable. The truth is, Fairchild rep- 
resented the Boston men who took the 


$600,000 issue of bonds of the Cable & Western 
Railroad, and who now wish to obtain posses- 


sion of the stock contro! in that company. The 
stock has been held in small blocks by 
numerous holders, no two,or even three, 


having a control. The elder De Pauw of New 
Albany, Ind., is the largest holder, havin 

about one-sixth of the $1,000,000 stock; Presi- 
dent Cl 1 of Indianapolis is the next 
largest holder. The investment in the cable 
road proper, power plant, and Narrow-gauge 
Railroad is less than the total of stock issue 
but the valuation placed on the entire prop- 
erty is about $1,500,000. Under such circum- 
stances it is not remarkable that the stock 
should be held stiffly at about par, though it 
was ally obtained for very much less 
than ite °

through their agents have, however, been 
able to obtain some of the stock much below 
par. and the prospect of an elevated road 
eing constructe servin the same 
territo has weakened the confidence 
of other holders and raised the 
probability of other stock 141 much more 
cheaply. One holder persists in his faith, and 
will not sell for less than $120. His block is not 
necess to the control, but his demand will 
impart stiffness to the remainder of the stock. 
It is said the Boston bondholders, who are 
some twelve or fifteen in number, sent an 
agent to St. Louis before purchasing 
bonds when offered for sale by 
Mr. Claypool. The agents’ report of 
the present value of franchises owned, 
the earning power ofthe cable road as oper- 
ated, ite future earning ability, and the po- 
tential value of the — -Gaage Railroad 
franchse was so satisfactory that the bonds 
were taken at par. The capitalists thus asso- 
ciated discussed their hoiding later, and a 
roposition to * stock was met with 
avor. Claypool, it is reported, sold to them 
at par on their application all, or nearly all, 
his stock. De Pauw, when approached, re- 
fused to sell. He had been to St. uis and 
was impressed with the future value of the 
property. But there were 
OTHERS WILLING ENOUGH TO REALIZE 

on stock that had seemed at one time as bad 
an owning as Mexican mining investment. It 
is not known in St. Louis whether the Boston 
eople have succeeded in obtaining control, 
ut if wer have they are content 
to let the present officers remain 
in 8 of the property for the 
present. hen Mr. Fairchild was here he 
told a friend that in event the 
control was obtained they would complete the 
equipment, and so poe the management 
and conduct 0 the road as to 
command patronage. The Narrow-gauge 
Railroad would be run on business prin- 
ciples, and not in opposition to a 
spavined stage line. But the Bosten men 
did not intend to stop there. They 
want to get their fingers iu the treasuries of 
the other street railroads, and are trying to 
obtain some stocks. The Washington avenue 
lines are among those they seek to control, 
but so far they have made little progress 
toward that end.

Negro Shiftlessness at Beaufort. 


From the Atlanta Constitution. 
A few years ago the writer had occasion 
to pass the summer in Beaufort. All 
around could be seen houses which gave 
evidence of the refinement of former days. 
The former owners, however, were gone, 
and in their place Africa had established 
iteelf. Weeds overran the flower yards, 
windows and doors were either broken or 
unhinged, the walls were blackened, 
lumber partitions were torn away for 
firewood, and ruin existed. In every room 
could be found a whole family of negroes.

They 
worked but little, and nothing was in 
store. An evening on the beach explained 
the problem.

This 
scene, day in and day out could be wit- 
nessed, the only change being from one 
kind of fish to another or from the 
water’s edge to the woods or fields, ac- 
cording as fish or berries or other products 
of nature were most easily obtained. This 
absolute reliance upon nature and failure 
to work for a living was the first indica- 
tion of a relapse into barbarism.

Judge Lubke Wrestling With a Domestic

Judge Lubke heard to-day the evidence in 
the contested divorce case of George R. 
Moore against Anna Moore. The parties are 
well known in the north end of town, and the 
court-room is filled with witnesses on 
both sides.

THE PACIFIC ROADS. © 
FAVORABLE ATTITUDE OF SECRETARY LA- 
MAR TOWARD THE FUNDING BILL. 


The Failure of the Roads to Pay Their In- 
debtedness to the Government—A Finan- 
cial Statement—The McAdoo Tariff Cau. 
Randall“ Plan—A Candid Fakir. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 22.—Several 
attempts have been made to engage the Presi- 
dent in the important question of securing the 
interests of the Government as creditor of the 
Pacific roads. He has listened to several ex- 
planations from both sides. He has had sev- 
eral analyses of the bill laid before him for 
consideration. At first he manifested some 
interest, but after atime became to a certain 
extent indifferent. He was inclined to leave 
the subject to the Secretary of the Interior, 
who favors the funding bill. The lobby in 
favor of the funding bill makes the most of 


the support they have from the Admin- 
istration. They say that the President 
and his entire Cabinet favor the measure. 
Certainly none of them are opposing it. Post- 
master-General Vilas, who came over on the 
train the other night from New York, informed 
J. 8. Moore that he favored this funding bill 


as a measure of settling a vexed question. 
He also said that the Cabinet favored it. Mr. 
Vilas is entitled to speak for himself. Two of 


tne best business men in the Cabinet, Manning 
and Whitney, do not favor the scheme, but 
they are not in position to assume the offen- 
sive against this measure unless the 
President shouid lead. One of the ar- 
— which is used in Administration and 

ongressional circles is that the Pacific roads 
are bankrupt and that unless some means are 
adopted to extend the debt, the Government 
will secure nothing. A thorough railroad ex- 
pert who has had a number of interviews with 
the rest said to-day: ‘‘There is no doubt that 
the Government could recover its debt under 
existinglaw. The Central Pacific, Iam wiffing 
to admit, has so wrecked its road and trans- 
ferred its property that it might escape the 
payment, but the Union Pacific is amply able 
to pay. 

POVERTY OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 

The poverty of the Union Pacific is urged as 
a reason for extending its debt to the Govern- 
ment for seventy years. This plea has been 
urged on Government officials until even the 
President accepts it astrue. The facts are 
that this road earned in its worst year, 1855, 
$4,540,000 above interest on its first bonds and 
new equipment. From 1874 to 1884 it has paid 
out in dividends to its stockholders $27,897 ,270. 
It has invested over three millions in the 
stocks and bonds of some nineteen branch 
lines which do not earn interest on their 
bonds by some $1,238,000 anually. It has paid 
some five millions alone for the Denver & South 
Park Railroad, which does not earn operating 
expenses N $16,000. It has paid regularly 
per cent on its first mortgage bonds and 7 per 
cent on such as are subsequent to the mort- 
gage. It has anticipated $8,000,000 of bonds 
not due tiil 1889, and now proposes to antici- 

ate $14,483,000 sinking-fund bonds not due 

iil 1804, and while it has been so generous to 
the stockholders and inferior bondholders it 
has been too poor to pay even a moiety of the 
annual per cent due on the Government 
mortgage. If such bonds as those of the Oxg- 
deh Short Line Railroad (which earns but 
half its interest) sell at 106, and those of the 
sinking fund sell at 119,and both are interior to 
the Govérnment mortgage in point of security 
ought the latter not be worth par? This is the 
road which urges a bill favored by the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and recommended by the 
Government Directors, who offer $52,897,855 as 
the present basis of settlement, out of which 
the Government has to pay $22,000,000 from 
1886 to 1897, and $33,589,512 subsidy bonds in 
1897, leaving a net deficiency of $3,000,000, to 
say nothiag of past indebtedness, and gives as 
security for the fulfillment thereof twenty- 
three $135,000 branch line bonds, of which $17, - 
000,000 are already hypothecated and when 
the earnings of these branch roads are a drain 
on the main lines. 


The McAdoo Caucus. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPaTCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., December 22.—The 
meeting held last night in the rooms of Mr. 
McAdoo to consider the question of reducing 
the surplus in the Treasury was not very 
largely attended. There were present Mr. 


Randall, Mr. McAdooand about ten others, 
who on Saturday opposed the consideration 
of the Morrison bill. Aiter three hours dis- 
cussion of the subjectit was agreed that Mr. 
Randall be delegated to draft a bill to be in- 
troduced about the Ist of next month which 
will deal only with the reduction of 
revenue taxes. The question of taking 
action on certain dutiable articles was 
abandoned. It was the sentiment ot the 
meeting that it would be danger- 
ous to the protection ideato tinker in haste 
with the tariff. The opiniou of Mr. Randall 
was that in case a billinterfering with the tariff 
should be introduced Mr. Morrison and his 
friends might possibly take advantage of the 
opportunity and go further with the tariff re- 
duction than Mr. Randall would desire. The 
bill will deal quite extensively with tobacco, 
not abolishing the tax exactly, but greatly re- 
ducing it. The revenue tax on fruit brandies, 
which is the chief production in the mountain- 
ous sections of Virginia, North Carolina, East- 
ern Tennessee and Kentucky, will in all proba- 
bility be abolished. This proposition wili be 
hailed with delight from the representatives 
where this industry is carried on, ail of whom 
will become the followers of Mr. Randall on 
this question. In the opinion of the caucus 
there will be enough Democrats to join with 
Mr. Randall on this issue to carry the bill to 


passage. 

There was but one question discussed, and 
that was that the surplus must be reduced, 
which was unanimously ~ eg to. The plan 
devised was in their opinion the most expe- 
dient to the public welfare. Asis well known, 
Mr. Randall and Mr. Morrison have always 
held opposite views upon the revenue ques- 
tion as upon the tariff. Mr. Randall has al- 
ways favored the reduction of the internal 
revenue, while Mr. Morrison would prefer its 
being increased. There is some speculation 
as to the probability of Mr. Morrison, as 
Chairman of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, „ to report the bill, to which 
committee it will have to be referred after Mr. 
Randall introduces it. For fear of this Mr. 
Randall will, when he offers the bill, present 
at the same time a resolution asking that the 
Committee on Ways and Means be instructed 
to report the bill back tothe House within a 
certain time. Some of Mr. Morrison’s friends 
think he will offer no objection to the biil.

PROPORTIONAL INCREASE 
has been observed in nearly all the other lines 
as well, more particularly canned goods, fish, 
dried fruits, ete.
